40 SCHOOLS CLOSED 
BY TEACHERS' STRIKE 


A total of 40 schools in North¬ 
amptonshire were closed 
on Tuesday-with hundreds 
more only partially open - due 
to industrial action taken by 
the two biggest teaching un¬ 
ions, the NUT and NASUWT. 

A rally held at the Park Inn in 
Northampton was attended 
by a group of 40 union mem¬ 
bers who talked about their 
reasons for the strike and 
possible future action if the 
Government did not begin a 
dialogue with them. 

Gordon White, county 
secretary for the NUT, said 
the strike was “not just about 
pay and pensions” but was al¬ 
so about protecting teachers’ 
working conditions 

He said: “What is signifi¬ 
cant about striking is momen¬ 
tum. Once you start a course of 
action it’s no use waiting for 
a year. 

“We need to show the Gov¬ 


ernment that we mean busi¬ 
ness. 

“At the moment the na¬ 
tional union joint strategy is 
to have this rolling strike ac¬ 
tion around the country. 

“We’re trying to increase 
the pressure on Michael Gove 
to come to the table. If we 
don’t do anything he is going 
to do what he wants; if we do 
take strike action then there’s 
a chance we can make them 
take a step back.” 

National Government fig¬ 
ures show qualified teachers 
working outside London earn 
between £21,804 and £57,520, 
with headteachers earning up 
to £106,148. 

One teacher from a school 
in Northampton, who did not 
want to be named, said he was 
worried about the future of 
education following the ma¬ 
jor changes to exams by the 
Government. 

He said: “None of us teach¬ 
ers want to be out on strike 
and make pupils miss a day 


of school as the reason we got 
into teaching is that we care 
about the education of chil¬ 
dren. 

“I would love Michael Gove 
to come into a classroom, as 
I don’t believe he knows how 
education works. 

“We all work from 8am 
until 5pm and do work at the 
weekends.” 

However, some parents 
on the Chronicle & Echo’s Fa- 
cebook page said they did not 
agree with the strike. 

Paul Habgood said: “The 
reality of the situation is it 
impacts the parents first 
and foremost. They have few 
choices here - as it is, parents 
need to use up their holiday al¬ 
location to cover holidays or 
pay exhorbitant child care fees 
just so they can go to work to 
earn money to pay for basics, 
let alone more child care or 
unpaid time away from work 
to cover teachers strikes be¬ 
cause they are not happy with 
their lot.”

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Venomous spider was 
found in woman’s bod 



A woman from Northampton 
had a lucky escape after 
she spotted Britain’s most 
venomous spider on her 
pillow shortly before she got 
into bed. 

Donna Bradbury, of Goldings, 
acted quickly to catch the false 
widow spider - the British 
cousin of the lethal black 
widow - when she spotted it 
crawling on the edge of her 
pillow case. 

Despite having a fear of 
spiders, Mrs Bradbury, aged 
31, grabbed an empty bottle 
and scooped up the spider 
inside it. 

Mrs Bradbury, who 
has three young children, 
believes the spider got into her 
bedroom through a window 
she had left open. 

She said: “Sometimes my 
youngest, who is 19 months 
old, comes in the bed and 
sleeps with me, so it’s lucky I 
saw it before I got into bed. 

“I’m guessing it came in 
through the window which 
I’d left slightly open as it had 
been hot in the night. 

“I caught it myself, I wasn’t 
leaving it in the room. And 


I didn’t want to try to swat it 
because I didn’t know where it 
would end up. I saw a story not 
that long ago about the effects 
a bite had on a man who got 
bitten by a false widow. 

“So when I go to bed now I 
do tend to look over the duvet 
closely, and I don’t leave the 
window open at night now.” 

A number of people in the 
Kent and London areas have 
recently reported being bitten 
by false widow spiders. 

Alex Michael, aged 36, a 
tattoo artist from Sidcup, in 
London, spoke to the national 
press about how his hand 
turned yellow and black and 
“swelled like a balloon” after 


being bitten by a false widow 
spider. Another man from 
Orpington, in Kent, found 
one of the spiders in his hair 
after feeling something on his 
shoulder as he lay down. 

Dubbed the ‘British black 
widow’, the deadly spider, 
which is about the size of a 
50 pence piece, unleashes 
venom and can kill those who 
are allergic to it. 

However, it will only attack 
if provoked. 

In 2006, a Dorchester man 
was hospitalised for three 
days after suffering a heart 
seizure following a spider bite 
believed to have been caused 
by a false widow. 


FALSE WIDOW FACTS 


■ The false widow spider 
first came to the UK more 
than 100 years ago in crates 
of fruit from the Canary 
Islands. 

■ The Natural History 
Museum’s Insect 
Information Service 

(IIS) hears of about 10 cases 
of spider bites each year, 
although no one in the UK 
has ever died as a result of 
one. 

■ The distribution of 
the false widow spider 
is expected to increase 
northwards in the UK due, 
at least partly, to mild 
summers in recent years. 

■ False widows are not 
aggressive and only tend 
to bite if they feel under 
threat.

A new diagnostic department 
has beensetupat 
Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital to divert patients with 
13 common conditions away 
fromA&E. 

The trial ‘ambulatory care 
centre’ is in a converted ar¬ 
ea of the hospital close to 
the accident and emergency 
department which will deal 
with people with problems 
such as clots in their legs or 
lungs. 

Once diverted from the 
main A&E department, staff 
at the centre will be able to as¬ 
sess patients quickly and give 
them a timescale by which 
theywillbeseen. 

This contrasts with A&E, 
where waits can be anything 
from 15 minutes to several 
hours. 

Clive Walsh, the hospi¬ 
tal’s interim chief operating 
officer, said: “I’ve worked 
at a number of hospitals 
where this has been success¬ 
ful. 

“It’s an efficient way of 
sorting out care for a lot of 
patients and the level of 
satisfaction of patients is 
very high. They get told 


exactly what we’re doing 
and given timescales so 
the sense of what we are 
doing for them is hugely in¬ 
creased. 

“One of the very irritating 
things is that sometimes peo¬ 
ple don’t know what’s hap¬ 
pening.” 

Another of the aims of 
the new unit is to free up 
hospital beds. Instead of 
admitting patients to a 
bed with a suspected condi¬ 
tion, doctors can run tests 
in the ambulatory care cen¬ 
tre and either rule it out or 
admit the patient for treat¬ 
ment. 

Mr Walsh said: “The new 
centre has medical and 
nursing staff, but the real 
difference is that there will 
always be regular slots for 
scans reserved for ambula¬ 
tory care centre patients, 
which speeds the process up 
greatly.” 

The centre will feature re¬ 
clining seats and trolleys but 
no beds as patients will not 
stay overnight. 

If the trial is successful 
NGH bosses want to eventu¬ 
ally open up the centre to a 
total of 25 conditions.

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Police force‘could 
face £21m deficit' 



Adam Simmonds says Northamptonshire Police’s deficit could be £21 mil¬ 
lion by 2017-18 


Northamptonshire Police 
could face a budget deficit of 
£21 million by 2017-18, Com¬ 
missioner Adam Simmonds 
has predicted. 

A report written by the com¬ 
missioner has predicted the fi¬ 
nancial shortfall is set to grow 
in each of the next four years. 

But, addressing a meet¬ 
ing of the county’s police and 
crime panel recentlyy, Mr 
Simmonds said the figure 
would only be a reality “if we 
do nothing”. 

Mr Simmonds said: “It is 
in the realms of fantasy, po¬ 
tentially. We are projected to 
under-spend by about £1 mil¬ 
lion this year. I am looking to 
make savings wherever I can, 
but we are changing to a 21st 
century police force. 

“This figure is if we do 
nothing. We are working very 
hard to make sure this is not a 
reality. It is a maj or issue, but I 
would not say it is concerning 
right at the moment. 

“If we don’t raise the pre¬ 
cept all the way through, and 


we don’t make savings, it could 
mean it adds up to this great 
big figure. 

“It is a big figure, but it 
doesn’t necessarily mean it is 
going to happen.” 

The report said the antici¬ 
pated deficit would rise from 
£4 million in 2014-15, to £10 
million in 2015-16, £17 million 
in 2016-17 and £12 million in 
2017-18. 

It also said there was a 
“high level of confidence” the 
2014-15 budget could be bal¬ 
anced. The 2013-14 budget is 
set to come in £1.023 million 


below the £122.7 million ex¬ 
pected spend. 

Asked by Corby council¬ 
lor Mary Butcher if he could 
guarantee budget pressures 
would not affect the number 
of police on the street, Mr Sim¬ 
monds said: “Crime is chang¬ 
ing and police requirements 
are changing. Policing is not 
going to get worse.” 

He said there would be a 
higher reliance on special 
constables and had not ruled 
out paying them. He added: 
“You will be hearing a lot more 
about them.”

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Developer reveals 
2,000homes plan

development of 2,000 houses on land near Moulton and the Round Spinney industrial estate 


A planned development of 
2,000 homes will provide 
schools, shops and jobs as 
well as paving the way for the 
duelling of part of the A43, a 
council report says. 

Barratt Homes is due to sub¬ 
mit a planning application 
imminently for the site on 
the outskirts of Northamp¬ 
ton, which sits to the east of 
the A43, with Moulton to the 
west, and the Round Spinney 
industrial estate to the south. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council said the site could cre¬ 
ate 650 permanent jobs and 
3,000 construction jobs. 

The plans include provi¬ 
sion for a food store, pub, day 
nursery, medical centre, five 


retail units and an industrial 
unit. 

There will also be two pri¬ 
mary schools, outdoor sports 
pitches, allotments and a chil¬ 
dren’s play area. 

And the proposal includes 
creating a new section of dual 
carriageway, to run between 
the Moulton roundabout and 
Sywell roundabout. 

The county council 
announced in July that 
it wanted to build a dual 
carriageway from Moulton 
to Sywell, following on from 
an announcement in January 
about plans for a Moulton 
bypass. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez 
de Savage (Con, EastHunsbury 
and Shelfieys), said the scheme 
would be reliant on developer 


funding, and would bring 
major benefits to the area. 

He said: “We are looking at 
around 650 jobs and £45 mil¬ 
lion additional revenue. The 
biggest impact for us locally 
will be construction jobs. 

“It is sensible and realistic 
to develop homes in this area. 

“There is absolutely going 
to be disruption in the short 
term and residents will not be 
happy. But there is a long-term 
benefit. 

“I will always back quality 
development in the right area 
at the right time,” he added. 

Northampton Borough 
Council was set to devolve the 
decision-making on the ap¬ 
plication to Daventry District 
Council, as most of the site is 
within its boundary.

Visitors numbers 
down in libraries 


DWINDLING NUMBERS Visitors to the county’s libraries have fallen 
significantly over the last two years 


A report on Northampton¬ 
shire’s 36 libraries has shown 
that visitor numbers are fall¬ 
ing in all but seven compared 
with two years ago. 

The declining visitor numbers 
have been outlined in a mid¬ 
term review of every library, 
which examined visitor num¬ 
bers in March 2013 compared 
with March 2011. 

There were 266,795 visits 
during March two years ago, 
which fell by 62,295 to 204,500 
this year. 

But Northamptonshire 
County Council says the fall 
in people going into libraries 
is balanced by around 15,000 
Virtual visits’ every month, 
where people use library serv¬ 
ices online. 

Councillor Heather Smith 
(Con, Prebendal), cabinet 
member for customer and 
community services, said: “Li¬ 
braries are definitely chang¬ 
ing and moving away from the 
traditional way of going in to 
borrow a book. 

“When I go on holiday now, 


I download books instead of 
going in to the library to pick 
them up.” 

The Virtual visits’ include 
a new service which enables 
people to download library 
books onto a tablet computer 
without visiting a branch. 

The number of virtual vis¬ 
its is expected to grow to one 
million by March 2016. 

The review was presented 
at a meeting of the children, 
learning and communities 
scrutiny committee at Coun¬ 
ty Hall yesterday. 

The meeting heard the li¬ 
brary service also ran 4,728 
events last year, which were 


attended by 95,398 people. 

Services include running 
600 events for cash-strapped 
families, running 18job clubs, 
two credit unions and helping 
603 people set up in business. 

Sue Grace, assistant direc¬ 
tor of customer and commu¬ 
nity services for the county 
council, said: “We know we 
are cost effective and we have 
broadened the range of our 
services.” 

Before they won the local 
elections in May this year, the 
Conservative party at County 
Hall pledged to keep all 36 of 
Northamptonshire’s librar¬ 
ies open.

Aidy Boothroyd says the Cob¬ 
blers players accept chairman 
David Cardoza’s critcisms of 
them as ‘fair comment’. 

The Town owner used his 
programme notes for Sat¬ 
urday’s game against More- 
cambe to express his opinions 
on the current squad, who 
are second-bottom in Sky Bet 
League Two. 

The main theme of his 
complaints was that the club’s 
experienced have not justified 
their salaries by leading the 
team on the pitch. 

Cardoza’s words are un¬ 
likely to have sat too com¬ 
fortably with the players, but 
Boothroyd says they accept 
the criticism and also con¬ 
firmed the squad had held a 
meeting to discuss the team’s 
recent difficulties. 

“I read the chairman’s com¬ 
ments and he’s questioning 
the fact that he’s shelled out 
his money and he’s not getting 
a return for his investment,” 
he said. 

“It’s a fair comment and it’s 
a fair comment on me as well. 
We’re all in it together and es¬ 
pecially the chairman because 
it’s his money. 

“He’s the guy that’s behind 


it all and he’s the guy that sup¬ 
ports the club. 

“He’s made some com¬ 
ments about the players and 
I think they are fair. 

“The players think they 
are fair, they had a meet¬ 
ing on their own this week, 
without any influence from 
me and they’ve decided the 
club is not where they want 
it to be. 

“They want to be at this 
club to win things and 
be successful and now we 
need to look to people to be 
brave. 

“Saturday proved to us that 
we’ve got the players who are 
willing to be brave and if we 
can keep doing that then we 
will come through what is a 
difficult period.” 

Meanwhile, the Cobblers 
will speak to Leicester City in 
a bid to change the terms of 
Jacob Blyth’s loan after it was 
confirmed the striker will be 
ruled out for up to four weeks 
with a thigh strain. 

Blyth and Clive Platt, who 
were scheduled to start Sat¬ 
urday’s game against More- 
cambe up front together, were 
both ruled out of the contest 
after picking up injuries in the 
first hour of the final training 
session on Friday. 

Platt will be sent for an 
magnetic resonance imaging 


(MRI) scan on his calf mus¬ 
cle, which is not the one that 
he tore at the back end of last 
season, to determine the ex¬ 
tent of the injury. 

But the initial diagnosis on 


Blyth is not good - if he does 
miss the full four weeks that 
would take him almost to the 
time when his current loan 
will expire, the first week of 
November. 


Boothroyd has confirmed, 
however, that he will contact 
the Foxes to see if the arrange¬ 
ment can be amended. 

“We’ll be talking to Leices¬ 
ter to see if we can do anything 


with it, maybe stop it and start 
it again,” said Boothroyd. 

“It will depend on the ex¬ 
tent of his injury and we will 
be guided by them but hope¬ 
fully he will be okay.”
